More than 1, 500 Volumes at 
the University of Chicago—School 


of Theology Loses Most. 


More than 1,500 neal are missing from 
the libraries of the University of Chicago 
Owing to the failure of those who have used 
them to return them. The latest report of 
Clarence A. Torrey, inspector of libraries, 
shows that the largest number of books 
has been taken from the theology library. © 
It has been known for some time that large 
numbers of books are continually missing 
from the shelves, but an editorial on the sub- 
ject in the University of Chicago Weekly 
yesterday afternoon points the inference 
that the practice it refers to as “ stealing 
them for the time being” is particularly 

t at present. 41 

The first term of the summer quarter at 
the university was concluded last week and 
hundreds of students departed for home. 
It is said that many volumes recently in the 
libraries are now conspicuous for their ab- 
sence. Mr. Torrey stated that he is troubled 
with more failures to return books in the 
summer quarter than at any other period. 
His last report shows that in the three years 
it covers 237 volumes have disappeared from 
the theology library, the biology shelves lost 
150, and English 111. Hardly a department 
escaped, and music and comparative 
philology each registered one missing. 

The editorial in the Weekly attempts to 
explain and palliate the offenses of students 
and lay the blame on the administration 
of the libraries. It recounts the difficulty 
the student encounters in obtaining a refer- 
ence book when there are not enough copies 
to supply the demand, and says: 

In this predicament he takes the bopk— 
he steals it for the time being. He will 
return it to its place in a day or so; at least 
he thinks so at the time. But later he 
changes his mind, If he should return it 
he is in danger of being taught, and so he 
decides to let well enough alone, and the 
book is placed on his closet shelf or, pos- 
sibly, if he is cautious, he burns it. This 
sort of stealing is going on all the time and 
if it is to stop there must be new measures 
taken. And the simplest remedy is to in- 
crease the number of copies of referpnce 
books.“ 

“We have faced the problem of thefts in 
the libraries for years, said Mr. Torrey. 
There seems to be no method of stopping 
the depredations. Several students have 
been detected in the act of taking books 
and have been expelled, but nobody knew 
why they disappeared from college, and the 
lesson was lost on the remainder cf the 
student y. On the other hand, if a stu- 
dent is branded as a thief perhaps his whole 
life will be ruined. I regret to say that 
many cases are reported from the theology | 
library. Hiring a large number of attend- 
ants to keep watch in the libraries would 
cost more than replacing the voin 
stolen.“

Dreyfus shows Keen Interest. 

Dreyfus displayed the keenest interest in 
Picquart’s protracted analysis of the dossier, 
to which the whole audience listened with 
profound attention. The members of the 
court-martial and the former Ministers of 
War were equally interested. Of the latter 
Genérals Billot and Zurlinden were in full 
uniform. General Mercier was attired in 
civillan clothes. Near theng/sat M. Bertullus, 
the examining te who gave such 
strong testimony for Dreyfus yesterday.

Previous to this the utmost efforts had 
been made to prove the contrary and to 
show Picquart knew Esterhazy before the 
discovery of the petit bleu.

The Colonel emphasized this point with 
the view, as explained, of showing how cer- 
tain newspapers had travestied the facts, 
and he created a mild sensation by adding:

The witness then rebutted the charges 
against him of unnecessarily delaying the 
prosecution of Esterhazy. He said his ob- 
ject was to avoid arousing suspicion in re- 
innocent.

ing that documents mentioned therein might 
have been supplied by Esterhasy, that the 
words, ‘I am going to the maneuvers’ 
could perfectly well apply to Esterhazy, and 
that Esterhazy had secretaries at his dis- 
posal to copy a document so voluminous as 
the firing manual, I resolved to consult the 
secret dossier to see what part of the 
treachery might be ascribed to Dreyfus 
and to assure myself whether the dossier 
contained anything indicating Esterkazy. 


| Dossier Is Unimportant. | 
“TI frankly admit I was stupefied on read- 
ing the secret dossier, I expected to find 
Tiatters of gravity therein and found, in 
short, nothing but a document which might 
apply just as much tõ Baterhazy as to Drey- 
fus, an unimportant document mentioning 
D’ Avignon, and a document 
absurd to apply to Dreyfus—namely:

alone, the General replied that it was im- 
possible, in his opinion, and in the opinion 
of General de Boisdeffre hae Minister 
of War, to reopen the affair. n I pressed 
the point, in order to make General Gonse 
understand that nothing could prevent a re- 
opening of it if it could be believed Dreyfus 
was innocent, General Gonse replied: ‘If 
you gay nothing, mobody will know.’

clew to subsequent occurrences. Later wit- 
ness said that, while Paty de Clam evidently 
acted wrongly in disguising himself with a 
false beard and blue spectacles, perhaps he 
was authorised to do so. 

After a few minutes' suspension of the 
session Colonel Picquart resumed his dep- 
osition, showing how, through an article in 


the Eclair of Sept. 15, he was satisfied Ester- 


against him. 


Takes Up Weary Forgeries. 


In order to make the proofs complete, wit- 


ness continued his investigations with the 
utmost discretion. In his opinion the only 


event of importance in the Dreyfus affair 


since the discovery of the bordereau was the 
Henry forgery, perpetrated Oct. 31, 1896. 

He added that it must have been handed 
immediately to General Gonse. Shortly be- 
fore Henry perpetrated the forgery an agent 
named Guenee, Henry’s right-hand man, pre- 
pared a report declaring M. Castelin, Repub- 
lican revisionist Deputy for Laon, Division of 
Aisne, was about to play the hand of the 
Dreyfus family by unmasking in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies the prisoner's accomplices, 
thus having the affair reopened. 

Colonel Picquart incidentally complained 
bitterly that while he was still chief of the 
intelligence department Henry’s tool, 
Guenee, should be allowed to make 
against the witness, who had then estab- 
lished a connection between the reports of 
Guenee and the false deposition of Henry, 
who had testified that he had seen the wit- 
ness seated in Maitre Leblois' office, with the 
document containing the words Cette 
canaille de D——” before them.

His Mission to Tunis. 

Dealing with his mission to Tunis, which 
Picquart said ought to have been intrust- 
ed to a commissary of police, the witness 
declared it was then that Henry, abandon- 
ing his underhand intrigues, began a cam- 
paign of open persecution. Henry wrote 
to the witness, accusing him of communicat- 
ing information to the press, with disclos- 
ing the contents of secret documents, and 
with attempting to suborn officers in connec- 
tion with the petit bleu. It was then Pic- 


quart learned of the existence of the forged 


sercet documents directed against himself, 


and foresaw his own ruin if the Dreyfus 


affair was reopened, and to safeguard him- 
self he intrusted to a lawyer friend a cer- 


tain letter from General Gonse, at the same 


time acquainting the lawyer with what he 
_ knew of Esterhazy, and instructing the law- 
yer how he should W if the occasion 


demanded it. 


This lawyer, M. Debiois, communicated 


with M. Scheurer-Kestner, then one of the 
‘| Vice Presidents of the Senate, and the rep- 


resentations of the latter to Premier Meline’s 
government followed. 

When Picquart’s furlough was . 
Le Clerc, commanding in Tunis, was or- 


dered to send Picquart to the frontier of 


Tripoli. Le Clerc commented to the wit 
ness on this abnormal order, and Picquart 


confided to the General the probable rea- 
sons for it and his belief in the innocence of 


Dreyfus. General Le Clere thereupon or- 
dered Picquart not to go beyond Gabies. 
In the meanwhile the campaign in Paris was 
continued. Esterhazy appeared among the 
witnesses and accusers. Picquart here cre- 
ated a sensation by incidentally remarking 
that the Judges in 1894 were shamefully de- 
ceived in having the document con 
the words Cette canaille de 
municated to them.

| THE NICARAGUA CANAL. | 

Ex-Senator Warner Miller takes excep- 
tion to Mr. Joseph Nimmo’s assertion that 
the Nicaragua Canal will have only about 
400,000 tons of freight annually and will 
not pay interest on its fixed charges. Mr. 
Miller contends that the canal will have 
about. five million tons of freight to begin 
with, which, at $2 a ton, will be ten mil- 
lion dollars a year. He says further that 
reliable contractors will guarantee to build 
the canal for 100 millions, the anntal In- 
terest on which will be three millions. The 
operating expenses, it is asserted, will not 
exceed a million dollars. Thus at the start 
the receipts will exceed the fixed charges 
and operating expenses by six millions, 
while the receipts will increase rapidly, be- 
cause the canal will make commerce. 

Mr. Miller says that Mr. Nimmo is work- 
ing in the interest of the transcontinental 
roads, which do not want the canal built 
because it will interfere with their busi- 
ness, and that hence he makes ridiculously 


low estimates of the amount of freight the

| POLICE DISOBEY ORDERS. 

A week ago a physician, living near 
Michigan avenue and Thirty-ninth street, 
found sleep impossible because of the in- 
cessant whistling of locomotives. He 
went out and investigated. The next day 
he called on the general officers of the 
roads whose engineers had been disturb- 
ing bis rest and the rest of so many 
others, etated the facts to them, and asked 
if so much whistling was necessary. They 
replied that none of the noise he complained 
of was necessary, that they regretted its 
occurrence, and intended to put a summary 
stop to the nuisance. Evidently orders to 
stop it were given, for the whistling ceased 
suddenly and has not been renewed. When 
railroad officials give orders which they 
mean shall be obeyed they are obeyed. 

Several weeks ago a number of reputa- 
ble citizene visited the Chief of Police 
and asked him to instruct patrolmen to 


check to the extent of their ability those 


unnecessary and hideous street woises 
which, beginning even before the rising 
of the sun, continue long after the sun 
has set. These are the noises which drive 
sick people frantic and break in upon the 
slumbers and the studies of ns who 
ate in good health. The Chief of Police 
admitted the peddlers, milk wagon drivers, 
and others were making too much noise 
and said he would issue instructions to the 
patrolmen. He did so. That was the 
end of the matter. There is no less noise 
than before. The patrolmen have unani- 
mously declined to take any hotice of the 
otders given them. 

There seems to be no discipline in the 
Police department. 
themselves at liberty to disobey orders 
except when they feel like it. If instruct- 
ed to raid an excursion boat and arrest 
some unoffending men and women, they 
do what they are bid.

"eT may be interesting to persons con- 
cerned in the past 
Finland to know that a ponderous 
and costly volume describing all the 
activities of that country has been 
translated and published in English at 
Heisingfors under the title, 
the Nineteenth Century.“ The original was 
the work of ex-Senator Mechlin of the Grand 
Duchy of Finland, assisted by an influential 
‘editorial committee, among whose members 
the late Zacharias Topeltüs was the most 
eminent. The book contains an encyclopedic 
fund of scientific, geographical, historical, 
and sociological information about Finland. 
A timely feature is the recital of the cir- 
“cumstances under which Finland came to 
‘be under Russian dominion, and the terms 
of the agreement—recently violated by the 
Czar—under which the friendly allegiance 
of the Finns was originally secured. Tope- 
Uus died before the Czar’s ruthless action 
‘tn breaking down the old rights and immu- 
nities of the Finns had taken place. In his 
introduction to this massive patriotic vol- 
ume he drew a fondly ambitious picture of 
Finland as follows: 

Obscure and impotent as Finland may appear in 
comparison to wealthier lands, it claims—without 
pretention, but also without hesitation—its share 
in European civilization. It helps to connect the 
West with the East, while it is interesting as the 
home of a race that was widely dispersed in 
former times, but is now fast dying out in most 
of its branches—a race that begins to flourish 
again, like a sprout from an old stem that has 
not lost its vitality. The culture of Finland repre- 
sents in its own way as striking a triumph of 
patience and energy over natural forces as any 
that mankind has ever won, and shows how much 
u vigorous nation can endure without losing its 
individuality. This people could not be with- 
Ara wn from its place among nations without leav-

CITY ENGINEER ERICSON SAYS MANY 
THOUGHT SAFE ARE WEAK. 


after Inspection He Declares Traffic 
Across North Branch May Be Shut 
Off Before Faulty Structures Can 
ne Repiaced—That at Clybourn 
Place Closed, Causing Protests from 
Citizens—South Side Draws Also in 


Bad Condition. 


After a more comprehensive inspection of 
dhe swing bridges on the North Branch of 
the river yesterday City Engineer John 
Wricson declared that many structures that 
prior to the investigation caused by the 
evilapse or the structure over the Calumet 
River at Ninety-fifth street, had not been 
@uspected of being dangerous, are men- 
aces to the lives of the people who cross 
them daily. He stated that if the bridges are 
not repaired at once paralysis of business in 
the Northwestern part of the city will result 
from the closing of bridges to guard public 
safety. 

The Clybourn place bridge was closed for 
traffic and a protest was made at once by res- 
idents in that vicinity against having to walk 
several miles to get across the river. The 
Weed street draw, which was closed three 
weeks ago for repairs, was declared to be 


past mending and an early reopening of traf- 
fie across the river at that point is not looked, 


for. Some of the manufacturers, who have 
been complaining of the delay in the repair 
work, say they will use ferry boats and rafts 
in order to continue business. ; 

The necessity for closing the North ave- 
nue and Division street bridges is reported as 
being a question of only a short time. The 
Chicago avenue bridge was found to be in 
danger, it was stated, of being precipitated 
into the river by the decay of its under- 
structure 

Commissioner McGann when he received 
the report said that if something is not done 
at once to prevent it, the North Side soon will 
de entirely cut off from the West Side. 


Ericson Tells of Dangers.

A large number of men called on W. J. 
Calhoun at the Auditorium Annex yester- 
day, all anxious to learn if he had anything 
to say regarding his Gubernatorial candi- 
dacy.

Calhoun declared he would make no state- 
ment at present. 

There has been considerable comment 
concerning a statement attributed to him 
at Cissna Park a few days ago, when in 
response to a question he is reported to 
have said: ‘I am not jn politics.” The 
followers of Governor Tanner have been 
quick to use it as evidence that he has 
withdrawn from the Gubernatorial race. 

When his attention was drawn to the mat- 
ter at the Auditorium he said: 

What I said was, ‘I am not in politics 
today. | 

“Then it cannot be construed into mean- 
ing that you are no longer in the race? 

It simply means what I said—that I was 
not in politics that day, he replied, and 
nothing more would he say on the subject, 
nor on the general subject of his candidacy. 

Mr. Calhoun said he might go to Mackinac 
Island, but was not disposed to say whom 
he expected to meet there. It is under- 
stood, however, that he expects to meet 
Controller Dawes, General McNulta, and 
Senator Hamilton, and to discuss the 
Gubernatorial situation. It is said also that 
on the return of the party to Chicago next 
week a definite statement will be given out 
regarding Mr. Calhoun’s candidacy. 


Says Wayne Is Not for Tanner. 


Comment was caused also by the declara- 
tion made at the Auditorium Annex by N. 
E. Roberts; editor of the Fairfield Repubd- 
lican, that Wayne County was not in favor 
of the renomination of Governor Tanner but 
was anxious to have Mr. Calhoun as a can- 
didate. 

Mr. Roberts came up from Mount Vernon 


with Mr. Calhoun, and, speaking of the situ-

CHILD DIES AT “ZION HOME.” 


Parents of Baby Ilma Smith Say They 


Came from Dakota at Dowie’s 
Solicitation. 


Uma Smith, the 9-month-old child of Huld 


Smith of South Dakota, died at Dr. John 


Alexander Dowie's Zion Home in Mich- 
igan avenue on Wednesday while under 
‘divine healing treatment, administered 
at the wish of her parents. No medical at- 
tention was given the child, and it is not 
known whether the patient would have sur- 
vived had a physician been called. 

The ,parents refused to discuss the case, 
except to say that they are ‘‘ divine heal- 
ing ’’ believers and that they came from 
South Dakota at the solicitation of Dr. 
Dowie, Coroner’s Physician Noel, who made 
the post-mortem examination, signed a cer- 
tificate of death, giving pulmonary and in- 
testinal consumption as the cause of death. 

The refusal of the Dowie officials and the 
Smith family to disclose detailed circum- 
stances of the death of the child was re- 
ported to the State Board of Health yester- 
day. Attorney John A. Barnes, counsel for 
the board, said that the board has ordered 
a record kept of all such cases for use in 
its contemplated recommendation to the 
next Legislature that the provision of the 
medical practice law which countenances 
spiritual methods of healing be so amended 
that faith healers cannot practice on chil- 
dren. 

The claims to be made by ‘the board are 
that, while the law requires the consent of 
the patients of faith healers, children are 
ignorant of the meaning of consent given 


in such cases.
